Certainly a switch In attitudes toward the emerge 
ing nations of the dark continent has been very notice- 
aUe recently in both the United States and ^tain. 

Where once tbe buffeting African winds were not 
only tolerated but greeted with generous sympathy, 
walb of resistance are being built Just how wide tto 
new feeling about Africa spreacb on both skies of tile ' 
Atlantic can be anesaed the views now otpressed 
by many of the Weet’a lending opInksHnakers: 

Flnandat TInies (London): 'In many caaes tbe 
grant of independence to African countries has led to 
political instahiUty. with dtanges of govenonent ctften 
taking place by more or less violent methods . . . 
thers is no doubt that in the West today a mood of 
dWDuslonment about Africa is i»evalent’’ 

The Washington Dally News (Columnist Lyle C. 
WUnn): "Adlal EL Stevenson. U.S. head man at the 
Uidted Nations, pleaded for UN action to bead off 
anarchy In .\frka. He said the African continent 
would revert to a primitive stale of anarchy unless 
each African f^ovenanent recognized the right of 
others to e\*xt end refrained from tryii^ to overthrow 
those it disliked. 

‘Tf Mr. Steveneon's fears are realized and the 
African continent does revert to a primitive condition, 
it will not have far to po. A short backtrack*. Mr. 
Stevenson should have been thtnUng of that three 
years ago when he went al(xig with a U.& policy ded* 
sion to invite into the cou^Nuny of dviUzed states some 
bKkvrard, looaely estatdbdied, self'deflcient African 
natiom. In November, 1961, the UN Assembly was 
asked to throw reason out of the window in behalf of 
atk^ting a beUeve>lt*or>not resolution af^inst colonial* 
Ism asserting: *n)at inadequacy of poUtkal. economlCi 
social or edi^tion piepaiednM should never serve 
as a pretext for delaying Independence’." 

Hie Times (of London): "EXmts, and even more 
propaganda, have in the past year fed a widespread 
feeling that in the last resort the issue in Africa is 
a tight between the white race and the black. Tbe 
Communists swim with an Incoming tide of racial 
feebigs. How far will the tide rise?" 

Lud Hioason of Fleet: “African politiciana art 
peculiar pec^le. Unless you have their name In large 
type on the front page every day, they think you are 
a^inst them.” 

Adrian Crawley (British Labor MP): "The last 
shreds of make-bett^e are being torn from the Afri* 
can acene. Chaoa, bringing with it ComiOunist infil¬ 
tration and the threat of ultimate Communist contrd. 
now faces even the moat stable of the new African 
countries. For years tbe blinder champions of self- 
determination have been proclaiming that African 
nationalism was too strong for C^omnunlsn. Today 
the lllusion-roongers are changing their tune." 

'The New RepubUr (Washington. D.C.): "What la 
now ^ng on in the UN skyscraper it a tragedy for 
Afrka. A well-informed East Etsi^an exprcs^ it 
la these words: ‘In the foreign offices in ParU, Prague, 
Rome and Warsaw, oftidats are tired of Africa, of the 
mcnney which Is spent there without vijdble resitits, 
of the promises whkh have been btt^tn. EXery 
vkhlte power. Communist or capitalist, la re-exam¬ 
ining it in the sense ot reducing commitments, reduc¬ 
ing akL The white world Is losing interest In Africa'.** 

The Dally Express (London): **What of the Afri¬ 
can image overseas. tJne would not think the cmti- 
nent had any personal ckxn'estic problems when hear¬ 
ing African delegates speak at the United Nations. 
*rhey are resplendent in tribal robes, they form the 
biggest bloc—of 35 memiiers—In that ever-growing 
organIzaUon. Ccmtinual niggling, together with pe¬

Dagg'a announcecnant, coming on the eve of the Pacilk 
Cbast CurUng Aaaodation final, that pressure of bustneM 
had forced him to step down and the subsequent announce^ 
meni that his rinkmatea had selected Roy Vlnthers to take 
Dagg's place on the teehead. touched off some of the moat 
•currtioua comment and conjecture that it haa been anyone a 
misfortune to bear. 

Dagg's courage was questioned by inference with the 
thought from aome that he had pulled out because he was 
rurllnc so badly that he didn't believe he had any chance 
for a successful defence and decided to get out while on 
top. Others claimed there was so much dissension on 'his 
rink thst hla rlnkmaiet hsd asked him to leave. AtkI. 
reaching for the ultimate in being ridiculous, It waa even 
strongly hinted that the Vancouver Curlmg Club, proud 
of its position in the curling world, had forced the change 
because Us hletarchy didn't think the rink had a ritance to 
repeat with Oagg calling the idiota. 

In a reaction which belled curling’s proud, but too often 
tinsubstanliatrd claim of a superior fellowship, Dagg was 
literally tom apart by Victorls curlers. Surprisingly few 
wauM even entertain the thought that there was no ulterior 
motive behind his abdication or grant him what they wauld 
have granted anyone else—that it must have been quite 
a wrenrii for a world champion te make that kind of a 
decision, particularly after having negotiated two big 
steps by wlnntof at'the club and zone levels. The thought, 
apparently, didn't occur that if Dagg had wanted to get 
nut the easy way, he wouldn't have risked losing at the 
tower playoff leveia. 


Now that it’s two weeks past, let's look at the facu. 

ITrsl. there Is no future for Dagg in curling except 
fleeting fame, which he already had won. but he haa a fine 
future with a big firm. A young man. he la already at an 
executive level which got him included in a top-level 
management conference at Santa Barbara which was 
Bcheduled to open at 8 am the day alter completion of the 
rCAA playdowms. 

A private railroad car had been arranged to leave 
Vancouver at 8 the morrdng the playoffs started so that 
company executivea could be together on the trip to Cali¬ 
fornia. It might have been p(»<8tMe for Dagg to pass up 
life railroad trip without harm to himself but it was 
eaaential lo his future with the company that he be at 
BanU'Barbara at S that Monday morning. That would have 
been all but impowilbk and certainly risky, had he carrM 
on In pla>xiffa which could have extended to late Sunday 
Might.

Degg's snnouncemenL coming on the eve of the Pacific 
Oiast CurHng Aamdstlon final, that preaaure of buslnesa 
had foi'ced him to step down and the subsequent announce¬ 
ment that his rinkmatea had selected Roy Vinibera to take 
Dagg's place on the teehead. touched off some of the moat 
srurrtJous comment and conjecture that U has been anyone s 
misfortune to hear. 

Dagg's courage was questioned by Inference with the 
thought from mme that he had pulled out because he was 
curling so badly that he didn’t beHeve be hsd any chance 
for a stwceesful defence and decided to get out while on 
top. OlhSTB claimed there was so much dissension on his 
rink that his rinkmatea had a^ked him to leave. And. 
reaching for the ultimate in being ridiculoua. it was even 
strongly hinted that the Vancouver Curling Club, proud 
of its poaition in the curling world, had forced the change 
because its hierarchy didn't ttilnk the rink had a chance to 
repeat with Dagg caUlng the shots.
